The China Inland Mission had., on Jan. ist, 
i(j04, ill 199 stations in China, 743 mission- 
aries, iiidu and women, besides 15 still en- 
gaged in study, and 25 engaged in home work, 
or not yet assigned to stations. 465 oi its 
missionaries arc women. The receipts of the 
Society for 1903 were $325,458.30. It reports 
the inniiber of conversions in its stations in 
Cliiii;t ill 1903 as 1,700.

TWELVE MONTHS IN A DOG 
KENNEL. 

A young outcast, named George KUiott, a 
feeble-minded youih of nineteen, appeared iti 
the dock at Willcsden Police Court charged 
wi'.h sleep. ng out without visible means of 
subsistence. 



Driven from home, the lad had long wan- 
dered about the streets of Willcsden in a semi- 
destitute eondition, eating ravenously pieces 
of bread and meat thrown into the gutter. 
This aroused the sympathy of the inhabitants, 
and more especially the manager of a chand- 
ler's shop who each morning handed him :- 
few biscuits, and eveiiLualiy allowed him to 
sleep on the premises. At the rear of the siioi) 
is a small yard, where the van is usually load- 
ed, and here, in a dog kennel, measuring less 
than a y-ird and a half across, the poor outcast 
has spent his nights for twelve months. That a 
youth of ninteen should have been able to 
squeeze himself through the small aperture 
seems marvelous, but the lad is only " skin 
and bones," through want and privation. 

When arrested, not a morsel of food had 
passed the lad's lips for two days. lie fought 
desperately with the officer for a few seconds, 
but afterwards fell down from shjer exhaus- 
tion. 

The lad is now under the parental roof, but 
judging from the father's attitude before the 
magis'trate his son can hardly be described as 
a welcome guest. 

The police court missionary has under- 
taken to iind the poor fellow some simple 
employment, or secure his admission into an 
institution. 

ALMIGHTY ANSWERED. 

Sceptic Has No Further Doubt of His Ex- 
istence. 

The following incident was reported some 
time ago from Chicago: 

Professing disbelief in God, and following 
his statement with a challenge to the Al- 
mighty to demonstrate His power, Julian 
Renfro, aged 31, was suddenly stricken deaf 
and dumb here. Since being stricken he has 
gone to his home in Shrevesport, La. This 
is what Renfro is alhged to have said: 

" Fellows, if God would demonstrate Him- 
self to me in some way, for instance, if He 
should strike mc deaf, dumb, or blind, I might 
admit His existence." 

( Jne young man was about to reply to the 
argument when he noticed Renfro turn pale.

.^\. beautiful young face stood out in start- 
ling contrast to the many bloated, sin-marred 
countenances as the Salvationist paid her 
weekly visit to the loathsome lock up ward. 
She was shocked; could it be possible this 
sweet-looking, pink-faced child had a need of 
being In this .special ward? She approached 
and lovingly tried to win her heart. During 
this visit and succeeding ones she gained, to 



a great extent, the poor child's confidence. 
She was only sixteen, had been eniiced aw.iv 
from her English home by one who had 
iroved himself a villahi of the deepest dvf;. 
Like a poor bruised flower cast upon the roiu!- 
side to die, he left hvr to sutifcr all the agonies 
of a horrible incurable malady — the conse- 
tjuence of his sin — alone. Away from mother s 
love, home influence and comforts, she h\u- 
guished in the isolated ward. Surrounded Ijv 
the most depraved of all women, she dieil a 
dreadful death. But through the pleadings 
and prayers of the kindly sister in blue, win.' 
gently tried to soothe her dying hours, she h:u', 
a hope of heaven and peace in the bound I-,:.-.- 
mercy of Golgotha's Jesus. 

"O Cliarlie, Charlie, how can you? liii.\ 
can you go into the presence of God willi ;!» 
stain of human blood upon your soul? ^'^ ;i 
will soon have to stand in the presence .1 
God." The Salvation worker pleaded wi-.li 
the condemned murdereE to face the awini 
future and the consequence of his sin. i ii,- 
only response was a meaningless laugh, for h^ 
assumed insanity as a plea lor leniency fi'hii 
the law.

drop])ed upon their knees, and pleaded willi 
God to touch his heart and show to his de- 
ceived and darkened mind that there w.is 
redemption for such as he.

They found that the baby had died the day 
she went to prison, and that her husband h.ni 
put their other three children into an orphan- 
age, then left the city, and had gone no on ■ 
knew where. 

The question arose. How shall wc tell he.- ? 
How can we best make her feel that it is lur 
sin and drink that is to blame for all tliis 
trouble? Next jail visiting day found ih; 
Salvationist on her way to the prison, praying 
as she went for grace to be faithfnl, and wis 
dom 'to say the right word. She entered .i 
.room where the prisoner was trimming a h.ii, 
and as the caller coiiiinenced at the beginning; 
and went as kindly as possible through Ihi; 
whole story, every word seemed to burn iii"> 
her heart like fire. She dropped her work and 
lay moaning in anguish of soul. " Oh, my 
little baby," she cried, "' surely it isn't dead ; 
and my boys and giri gone, all gone!" she 
wailed again and again, while the other w"- 
nian cried for sympathy. 

"No, not all gone," she was told. " Ym: 
have a Friend, if you will only eonie to Hiui. 
who will take away the love of drink and 
every other sin." 

" Oh, never," she cried. " I would never (\<> 
without drink. Why," she continued, liei" 
eyes blazing, " if a glass of l.quor were put 
within my reach, and I knew it was poisoned, 
I'd have to drink it." 

" Yes, without God ; but with God's gnice il 
will be so different," she was assured. 

At- last she promised to pray, but would 
go no further that day. The nex't week her 
kind benefactors had the joy of seeing hei; 
on her knees before God. Did the blood oi 
Calvary prove suffieicnt for her ease? Of 
course it did. Did she jro back to drink when 
her time had expired? No, praise Him, sb.: 
did not, but proved His grace sufiieicut. 
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ISefore exaniiiiiiiK tlic iliffcrLiu forms of 
social activity of the oarlv Lhi islimis, ] wish 
to iiieiitiou three or four iinportjitit pririciplcs 
which lie at its hase. 

Social Work a Part of Religion. 

I. — Tiic social work of the apostles was 
part of their religion — and a very important 
part. With the words of Christ still ringiiiLj 
in their ears, ami His love Ijiirning in their 
iiearts, how coukl it be otherwise? Mow 
woukt it have been possible for them to thinic 
tliat their inission was only to pieacli ami 
pray ? "' 1 was hungry, and ye gave Me meat ; 
1 was thirs'ty, and ye gave ,Mc drink; I was 
a stranger, and ye took Me in; nuked, and \e 
clothed Mo; 1 was s.c'K, and ye \'isited Mc; 
1 was in prison, antl ye came nnto Me." Those 
Vr'ords seem to have been graven on the 
hearts, and niinds, and consciences of l!ie 
early Christians. The iinportaiiee of thi 
social work as an integral part of the mission 
of the chiircli is indicated by the fact that tiic 
bishops were responsiljle for its oversigiii., 
within the limits of their jnrisdietion, to ih.- 
.same o.vlenl as ior their other and purtlj' 
.s])iritna! duties. In the apostolic con.sliLutJon 
it is plainly stated that the duties of the bis 
hops were, among others, to see that all suf- 
ferers and poor had what was necessary to 
their subsistence ; to orphans and widows they 
should supply the care of missing parents 
and husbands; those orphans that were of 
age to marry they slionld help to suitable 
marriages; for the unemployed they should 
l^rocurc work, for the strangers and liomcle.i- 
sheJ'ter, for the hungry food; they should .see 
tliat the sick were nursed and the ])ri.soners 
helped. Those who had to attend to the act- 
ual work under the direction of the bishop- 
were expected, whilst ministering to the ten!- r 
poral needs of the sufferers, to do sonicthme t 
for the benefit and salvation of their sou'j. t 
Thus, fgr instance, the women attached to 
the social S'taff had to give instruction to un- 
educated female candidates for membc-sliip 
before they were received into the churcli. 
and according to the book of Cleniens, it wa< 
also their duty to administer the sacrament 



lo u-oineii who were luialile, through illness, 
111 alteiid the public services. 

Brotherly Love. 

2. — Apostolic charity' was no mere philan- 
thropy. Neither was it pity from on high, 
nor senlimeiitali.sm woiking at a distance. U 
was brotherly love; that is to say, love on Ihr 
principle of equality. The poor and unlor- 
lunale were not placed in a humiliating posi- 
tion. They were treated in a friendly, lovi]:g 
manner, and c\-en with a certain amount of 
respect. 

3. — 1 he social efforts of the apostles did noi 
aim only at monetary relief, but at the ucr- 
manent iniprovenient of the condition of liie 
poor. They sought to condwt poverty itself. 
This was new. Jl had never been- heard of 
in ihe world before. It was an original apos- 
tolic idea. 

4. — The fourth principle 1 wish to menti.in 
is closely comiected with the pievions one. 
.Vobody who was aide to work should be 
helped e.xceiyt lb rough bis own work. 1 thiiv; 
I have alrea<ly mentioned that work was not 
highly valued ir. the ancient world. It was 
looked down upon a.s something unworthy of 
a Koman. 'J'lionsands of Romans, rather tli.Lii 
earn an ample livelihood by following .soni- 
trade or profession, preferred to half starve on 
a piUance allowed them by some rich man 
for being his '' clienis," which meant that ihey 
hung about his house, followed him as a sort 
of honorary escort when he went out, and in 
a general way satisfied his vanity by flallery 
and obeisances. A Ccrman aulhor has said 
that a Roman in those da)-s would rather lie 
about with an eni])ty stomach in the atrium 
of an aristocrat, and lick his dishes, than work 
lionestly for his living. Against this disas- 
tious fa'.dt of the lime the early ChristiariS 
a loud piotesl. Thev lifted labor u]) 
right moral level by teaching the Scnp- 
tural -1 lew of llie question and by insistijlg 
u]ion its being observed throughout their 
ranks. They worked not only as a duty, but 
wiili joy, as it enabled them to contribute to 
'the sup])ort and furtherance of the cause of 
the chnreli. Strict regulations against i<lle- 
ness existed, and indi\idnals not willing to 
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jirovide for Ihemselves and for their families 
by honest work were expelled. In their social 
work Ihi.s principle was conscienlif)usly main 
tained. " Work for those who an' nbl(> to 
work, pity for those who are not," was the 
motto. There was no effeminacy or overdone 
sentimentality about the business, and there 
was absolutely no encouragement to men- 
dacity, no tendeiicy to make it possible for 
lazy pco])le and loafers to lead a comfoitable 
life at the expense of the church. There was, 
for instance, a regulation that no ])erson, not 
even a brother, should be hos])italized more 
lliari two, iir at ihe most, three days; then he 
must either accept such work as was often il 
him or ])ass on. 

These principles were faithfully maintained 
during the first three or four centuries; then 
tlu-y were gradually lost sight of and iierishcd 
iillimatcly altogether in the darkness of Ihe 
mediaeval ages. This relrogression with it.<". 
causes is an inlercsling study which, howeve". 
<!oes not fall within the liniits of this jiaper. 
fUit, thank God, these sane and glorious ajios- 
lolic principles have come to life again, and 
arc practised with blessing and success in th- 
Social Work of the .Salvation Army. 

1 think it is possible lo disn'ngush twehf 
different branches or departmenis of the social 
operations of the Apostolic Church. It will 
hardly be necessary to do much more than 
mention thcin : 

I. — The Department for Widows and Or- 
phans. This was a very iniiionanl depari- 
mesl if for no other reason Ihaii that widow.'; 
and orphans were everywhere 10 be found. 
Hut wc know also thai in ancieiil lime.s, .-ind 
for that matter still in the Orient, these we: ■_• 
ill a \-ery pitiful position, and might lie consid- 
ered as the most unforltinate of human beings. 
I'erhaps this was a reason why the churcb 
.seems to have taken special care of them, ami 
it is beyond doubt that this policy coiUribntcd 
\"ery considerably to (he iinprovemeiit of Ih'- 
social conditions nf the lower classes. It a 
widow had no children or other rel.ilions who 
could care for her she was provided for bv 
the church. From among thtse widows a 
certain number were selected to form a special 
widows' inslitutioTi. These were held in great 
lienor and filled certain impoitaiit function.^ 
Their qualifications were specified .'jv .S;. 
I'aul in his 1st iLiiistle to 'I'imothy: ■■'^Vei' 
reported of for good Works ; if she liavt 
lirougbt uji children, if she have lodged 
strangers, if she ha\'e washed the saints' feci, 
if she have relieved the afllicled, if she have 
diligently followed e\-ery good work." They 
seem to have lived together in what we miglif 
term ;l slum sellleniein, tiud llu'\- were count- 
ed among the clergy — that is 10 say, ihev 
were commissioned ofliccrs. Their dulies 
were to attend to Ihe sick and the poor, \'isl' 
and bring alle\iatiori lo the prisoners and to 
care for the orphans. 1 aiij nut i|Liiie sure 
what class of our social oifjcir.; they correS' 
pond to. They were not exaellv what our 
i'iescue OlTictrs are. 1 think 1 might sa\' that 
they resembled \eiy closely our Nursing .Sis- 
ters and our Shim Angel.s — were it not for 
the fact that they had to iie at least sixty 
years of age and jiromise not to re enter Ihe 
state of matrimony. .Anyway ih.'v belonge/. 
to the Women's Social SialT. tmd a holy, use- 
ful band of women ihcy were. 

The orjdlans were ctirefnlly bicnight up. 
The boys were taught a trade or a ]):ofession 
and later on provided witli the necessary tuols 
or implements in order to earn their li\ing 
iiidcpciuUntly. .\s for the girls, when they 
were grown up, llie bisboj) was le.sponsibk. 
for finding llieni suitable salvation husbands. 

2.— The Department for the Sick, the Dis- 
abled, and the Poor in General. \ roll was 
kept of all these, revised from time lo llnu- 
under the supuvision of the bishop. This in 
itself was a certain satisfaction lo the iioor 
people. They knew that thev were not for- 
gotten or overlooked. The sick were visited, 
jirayed with, and nursed in their homes; hos- 
pitals did not exist at the early lime we have 
under review. It is parlictilarlv mentioned 
'n *lir rrr"i''iru'i'-- -'li-* the uTr r "ll u' ' 
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causes, in poor circumstances, wt'rc assistctl. 
principally througli gifls in kind. In the re- 
lieving of this class the agapes, or love-feasts, 
played a very important part. Originally 
they were held several times a week, and 
were aUended by rich and poor alike. Tiie 
rich brought with them plentiful provis'ons, 
the poor little or nothing. All the good things 
were enjoyed in common, and generally there 
were some left at the end of the feast, which 
were distributed among the DOor members, 
so that these not only had a good meal, but 
also carried something away with them. In 
tlie very early times these' brotherly feasts 
also served to' commemorate the death of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but later on, as simplicilv 
gave way to more elaborate arrangements, a 
special religious ceremony was made of this 
commemorative character of the love-feast. 
This ceremony was then transferred to the 
Sunday morning service and developed into a 
sacrament. Gradually the rich began to hold 
themselves aloof from tlie lOve-feasl, which 
then became exactly wh.tt we know under 
the name of poor men's suppers, in whicii 
special line I believe our American comrades 
retain the world'.s record. In order to main- 
tain the api)earance of brotherhood, the bis- 
hops were still to preside at these suppers, 
but they generally found some excuse, and by ■ 
and-byc it beeamc most difficult to get even 
the elders to attend, although for some my.v- 
tcrious reason a regulation had been made 
to the effect that the elders were to receive 
double portions! 

;:;. — The Sheltering and Hospitality Work 
had miicli afKnity with the department just 
mentioned. It exis ed more particularly for 
the benefit of travelers. Christianity caused 
a general siir in the world. Social and family 
tics were broken, nnd after the outbreak of 
the persecutions, situations, homes, and pro- 
perties were lost. This caused the Christiaiis 
to travel very con.-^iderably and provided the 
church wi.h the opportunity of practising on a 
verv large scale the virtue of hospitality, 
which, already among the Jews, was held in 
high esteem. It was the duty of the bishop 
lo entertain all strangers. .Soon it was found 
impossible for him to do so in his private 
home. Separate Ijuildings were then put up 
(communicating witli the bishop's house, or 
with the churcli, or ditached from either), 
in which the strani'.cr'; were accommodated. 
These were the iirsL .shelters. Regular visits 
to the public lodging-houses entered also uitn 
the duties of the social officers, who were 
thus able to ascertain if ;here were any sick 
or needy jjersons among the guests,

SOUTH AFRICA. — (Continued.) 

Here we might add that the Naval ancl 
Military League of the Salvation Army is 
now represented in about 235 battalions and 
batteries of the British Army, and on 131 ships 
oi His Majesty's Xavy. Among other places 
we have established Homes for the use of 
soldiers and sailors at Aldershot, Devonport, 
Chatham, Portsmou.h, Gibialtar, Malta 
Yokohama, Madras, Cape Town, Eloemfon- 
teiii, Pretoria, Johanncsbuig, Kimberley, 
Harrismith, etc, 

We circulate a small monthly paper, de- 
voted to news of their o\\ n work, among the 
members of the League, and such efforts as 
are found possible are made to cncour.age tlu- 
men to witness for Christ and seek the salva- 
t.on of those around them. The work has 
naturally been a slow one, partly because of 
the official difficulties; but it has been encour- 
aging, and many a bright testimony has been 
left on the sad battlcfields of South Africa 
by men who have been won for God through 
this agency. 

The war cloud now has happily lifted, a:id 
the sunshine of prosperity now rests upon 
the country. Our work which was carried 
on in South Africa through such great diffi- 
culty, and stiflfcrcd very much in consequence, 
is assuming its normal condition, and even 
at this early date is showing s^gns of cheering 



prosperitv. .Around our standard again, 
under the able leadership of Commissioner 
Kilbey we are gathering a good crowd of 
Salvationists, and judging by the reports in 
llie South African War Cry of the great vic- 
tories, both spritually and socially, which 
are taking place in that land we can rest as- 
sured that never before were our opportun- 
ities better. 

Not onlv does the Salvation Army seek to 
help those' of the white race in South Afriia, 
but it is materially assisting the aborig'nes. 
-At present our work among the Zulus is 
mostly along the boundaries of .\atal, whose 
Government ha.s Ziilidand under its genera' 
protection. These people live in kraals, or 
little handtts, comprising froni two to ten 
huts, and generally containing one fanid\' 
made up of its various branches. The difti- 
ctdty uf getting anyihing like large meetings 
among a people thus scattered will be better 
understood when it is remembered that, in 
their heathen state, the Zulus dread going 
outside their kraals in the darkness, not oidy 
because of the reasonable fear of snake-bitf, 
but from the superstitious dread that falls 
upon all heathen races in the dcirkntss of tlu- 
night. 

By establishing settlements here and ther'? 
among them we have not only facilitated th- 
work of our officers, but have put within 
reach of whole districts the sight of a Salvi- 
tionist's home that may, by its contrast with 
the abodes of heathendom, impress the people 
with the nature and outcome of our faith. 
\\'e have now six settlements of converted 
Zulus, living upon their own land, and carry- 
ing on, each one in their own surroundings, 
a blessed work of evangelization. 

Then, among the " Red Blanket," or Kaffir, 
raee,sodistinguishcdbythearticlc of dress tliey 
usually wear when visiting a town, we have 
man J- congregations, and an extension has 
been made to Iiulwe, a colliery centre, where 
there is a large luining population. 

In a mmiber of other cases, where there i.i 
an assemblage of natives living in a nativ; 
location near a town, we hold services, mostly 
in the open-air. 

These locations consist of spaces at some 
little distance from the white man's town, 
where the natives, who do all the town's harl 
labor, and who are not allowed to live any 
nearer to their work, construct with straw, 
mud, canvas, or some other material, a hovel, 
under which they shelter by night, and they 
have full liberty to improve their dwelluig 
place as they choose. 

We have recently also started a work 
among the inhabitants of the Transkei Ter- 
ritory, aud have commenced the cultivation of 
a farm, where it is intended lu train native 
officers, not only in missionary, but in farm 
work, in order that they may be able to main- 
tain themselves whilst carrying on the war 
amidst various tribes. 

Major James A. Smith has had much t ■ 
do with Army work among the Zulus during 
the last twelve years. He speaks Zulu with 
ea.s'e and fluency. The natives love him, ard 
rightly so, for he has grown almost white 
headed, though but a comparatively young 
man still, in the interests of the Zulus. The 
foundations have been laid for a mighty work 
through the love and self-sacrifice, tears ai'd 
prayers of the Major, with Mrs. Smith, and 
the devoted officers around him. The Major 
" kens fine " a little town in the North of 
Scotland named Elgin, for it was hep^ he 
spent his youth, eventually found Jesus at an 
.Army penitent form, and received his com- 
mission as Lieutenant in 1887, after a very 
short time being promoted to Captain, and 
he commanded four corps in England be- 
fore going to South Africa in 1890.

The West Coast of Africa. 

An Interview with Commissioner Rai'ion. 

On the spacious -corridors of the Inter- 
national Training Homes, London, wo met 
Commissioner Railton immediately afu-,- one 
of Ihc sessions of the Staff Councils. The 
opportunity was too precious and uni<iiie for 
us to let go by without our sccnriii.; the 
privilege of having a hearty handshaki- with 
tliis Army vetetaii of iiterature, and |iiittiiig 
a few pointed questiofls to him relative to 
his visit to the West Coast of Africa. 

As we expected, we found the Comnii-;sio.i- 
er fully alive and informed on the -iibject, 
aud most eiilhusiaslic as to the prospi-' l.^ lor 
the Army in that part of the world. 

" A country of great possibilities," replied 
the Commissioner, in answer to our r[u —.lion. 
" \Vhilc efforts are being put forth by repre- 
sentatives of the English Church in the hirgcr 
towns and cities, there is ample ronni lor us, 
and we should be heartily welcciiiLd liy the 
ministers there, as by the natives themselves. 
1 was more than gratified l;-y the reoejjtion 
1 received. 

" The gentleman, however, who b-ul for 
years persistently written to England fur the 
Salvation .Army to come, had long InsL pa- 
tience, and on my arrival I found him quite 
out of humor." 

Here tlic Commissioner repeated some of 
his experiences. Being an absolute stranger, 
aud not knowing where to go, he s^ouglu tlic 
hospitality of an inn-keeper, who, while at 
first not being friendly disposed, turned out to 
be extremely good-hearted, and would not 
accept money for the accommodation and 
food the Commissioner had reeeiveil, and 
further said he would in future be glad ai.any 
time to look after the temporal wants of -iny 
Salvation Army oflfieers. 

The Commissioner, in our conversation, 
practically repeated what appears In print 
from his pen, i.e., "Here are whole nations 
of our fellow-subjects, within a few days' 
steam of Englar.d, who are either left '.r. utter 
heathenism or to- be made Mohammeilans, 
because they have been too long left com- 
paratively uncared for. God help us tn hurry 
to their help before it is too late." 

We had become decidedly interested in the 
Conimissioner's graphic description, ami won- 
dered how it was that volunteers hud not 
already offered themselves for a field of use- 
fidness that seemed so full with such a prec- 
ious harvest. 

" Well, you see," sadly replied the Com- 
missioner, " after my return I was very jll> 
and this, certainly, was very unfortunaie for 
more than one reason, as doubtless it gave 
just cause for serious apprehei':;ion as to the 
effect of the climate. on the health o: any 
officers we might send, because undoidjiediy 
it is most trying, and in the event of opi.iiing 
up our work there it might bo found nccc.-.sar)' 
to release our comrades at stated period:; : but 
even that would be better than sendii; -; no 
missionaries at all. That we would he well 
received is beyond doubt. I had suffieient 
evidence given me while in West Africa to 
know that the Salvation Army woulH be 
warmly welcomed. Several native chii k as- 
sured me of the pleasure it would give y-'i-m 
for the S. A. to come among their peoi.^.-. 1 
am fully convinced that no country on e ath 
has ever offered such a- chance for the s;i.va-< 
tion of men as does West Africa at the pn- cnt 
moment. My sickness, as I have alti:.dy 
said, on my return was unfortunate ; tlie 
death of the dear Consul cast a shadow i'.er 
us all and paralyzed things for a time, i -len 
the General and the Chief have been too ; 'lly 
occupied with the. great Congress 10 h-ive 
been able to go fiiUy into the questio.. 01 
evangelizing West Africa. To-morrow ' >-x- 
pect to read a paper o.: the subject, aii'l l>3 
call for volunteers." 

The paper referred to was read in the S :dT 
Council the next afternoon and was enthis- 
iastically received. It may be possible w*: 
shall have the opportunity of publishing -m 
same In the Canadian Cry at a later date. >'■

need of tlic children, and the worlc the Ad- 
jutant was doirfg, that he at once arranged 
for the distrihution of free bre;ikfasts at every 
school in the town, and the suppljMiij:; of clogs 
to those who have none while the present dis- 
tress continues, and nntil a new supply of 
cotton reaches the district. .A.djt. Carroll has 
been made a member of the comniittec for 
dealing with the present distress, and is at 
the, .same time continuing the good work at 
our Citadel corps. 

Seventeen years .ago Mrs. Couimiss.oner 
Ridsdcl was in charge of Ranisgatc, and, 
among others, commi.isioned a number of 
bandsmen, a bandmaster, treasurer, and scr- 
gcant-.major. A while ago she visited the 
corps, and found eleven of the bandsmen still 
fighting soldiers in uniform, and the two locals 
holding important offices. As to their spirit- 
ual progress Mrs. Ridsdcl says the testimonies 
of these old .stand-byes " would make you 
weep." Not so bad afler sevcnteCEi years.

Six feet in his stockings; a big, strong 
heakhy-looking man, wilh a kind!}- face 
clean-shaven; bright, sparkling eyes and fair 
hair, and a voice like thunder ; thus the 
Divisional Officer, who for about three yca^:^ 
has had charge of the Western por;ion of the 
beautiful Island of Jamaica, in the West In- 
dian Territory. Mrs. Simons, on 'the other 
hand, is a weak, frail little woman to all ap- 
pearance, and one that you would imagine a 
puff of wind would quickly carry into space. 
But looks .are not always safe to form judg- 
ment upon, and one has only to visit the corps 
forming this division to find that the swcei 
little wonwn is as great a power in in- 
tlnencing and helping the officers and soldiers 
as her tall and big husband. 



Trains are scarce in the west, and our corps 
.so .scattered that a D. O. could not- possibly 
manage things properly unless equi|)ped with 
a horse and buggy, and having secured th s 
very v.ihtabic addition to their D. II. Q. pro- 
perty. Adjt. and Mrs. Simons have found the 
ways and means of being on the spot with 
their people continually, thus ensuring greater 
succe.s.s and better administration than would 
be othcrwi.sc possible. In the recent .Self- 
Doiiial effort their per.sonal canvass ot the var- 
ious sugar estates is their division resulted 
ill a total of $150. 

The Adjutant is an ideal man for the vil- 
lage war In virtue of both trainiuij and tem- 
perament. He always was, and still is, a 
handy man, and can tackle all manner of odd 
jobs with an adroitness bordering on genius. 
He can doctor a horse, build a barracks, re- 
pair breakages of all kinds, and what he docs 
not know about the land and its crops isn't 
worth knowing. He has akso made the most 
of his opportunities in other directions, being 
an efficient speaker, a good organizer, and a 
fair musician. 

Both the .Adjutant and his wife have done 
six years' service in Jamaica. Thev love the 
rountrv and its ncoplc. and arc not at all 
?ii.yious for a change to other cb'm's.

PANAMA PREPARED. 

Slaff-Cai^t. Lcib, of the West Indian Tci-- 
ritory, recently wcin on a reconnoitring tri]> 
to Panama with a view to opening up Sal- 
vation Army work in that region. 

Arnied with his passport and letters of in- 
troduction to the British ConsuN, kindly fur- 
nished by the Acting (lovernor, he arrived 
at Colon, a town of ten thousand inhabitants, 
and was received with great kindness by the 
liritish Con.sul, who also gave Iiim valuable 
in formation.

The Governor of Colon also 
ex|jressed bis friendslii]) for the Army, and 
promised that when operations commenced 
liic neccs.sary police nroleclion and help 
sliould be afforded. The Staff-Captain was als:^ 
introduced to General Davies, the United 
Stales rejiresentative on the Isthnu].>. Gen- 
eral Davies said lie knew the Army's valui- in 
dollars and cents, and he would grant Ihem 
land and buildings in an\- jiart of the caiial 
zone where (hey desired to work. Culebra 
and Empire in the zone were both visited. 
.-Vt the latter place the American .soldiery is 
stationed. Major l^laek, next in eomniand. 
was very enthusiastic regarding the Army 
coming to the z.-:ic. 

The British Con.sul at Panama secured ■\\\ 
introduction for the Slafl-raptain to the Sec- 
retary of State, anil also with Dr. .VdaEiior, 
tile President, with both of wliom be had a 
favorable interview.

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HOLINESS.

XI. — Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

One of the saddest things among Christian.-, 
to-day i.s that the Holy Ghost is ahiiost en- 
tirely unrecognized, and yet wc arc living in 
Hi.s holy dispensation, and when, with His 
hapti.-iai, it is possible to turn the world up- 
.■;idc down as it was in the days near to Pente- 
cost. 

Is there not a possibility of this baptism 
being neglected, not intentionally, but be- 
cause when the heart becomes clean and God 
comes in and blesses you, you think that yoa 
have received this baptism, when you are 
uncertain about it. Now, if Jesus was holy 
from his birth, and needed this baptism for 
service, which He received at Jordan when 
He was baptized by John, and if thousands of 
the ,>:aints of old had holiness before the bap- 
tism of tlie Holy Ghost was possible, which 
became so at Pentecost, do we not need this 
same bai)tism to make ns successful officers? 
T.s it not possible that as certain disciples of 
old (Acts xix. 2), some of us have not so much 
as " heard whether there be any Holy Ghost " 
in our real experience? 

The Holv Ghost is the person of the Trinity 
that the Fa[her sent and Jcsus died Lo give us 
tliat wc might be conquering soulAvinncrs. 
in other words, the Holy Ghost is the power 
of God just suited to work in and through us 
to accomplish God's will in the salvation of 
the world. " Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye beli-. • cd ?" (Acts xix. 2). 

That there is such a baptism no one doubt", 
who has read about Pentecost. Also wc can- 
not doubt that there have been thousanu.i 
since that mcii'.or.able day who have had this 
baptism. ITaxi' von got it? You can be jus', 
as sure of tlii.-^ as of anything else. God wii' 
let vou know, for we arc told, "If any nian 
wii! do his will, he shall know of ihe doc- 
trine " (John vii. T7) ; and the way he will 
know is'hv the Spirit's witness (Rom. viii. 
16). 

.\ clean heart is necessary before ihe Holy 
Ghost will come in His baptism of power; 
but when yuii have received a clean heart, 
vou must go on until j-ou are sure that yo:- 
have the Holy Ghost. .As the General says: 
" In order that his soldiers may be efifcctive, 
the Field Othecr must not only act for th." 
purification of his soldiers, but to have them 
filled with the Spirit of Christ." Now, it docs 
u"! matter where nor when you get it, you' 
success depends upon it. Have you got it? 

This baptism can be received by fulfilling 
certain eon<lit!ons. As Jesus consecrate. 1 
Himself for the redemption of the world, so 
He prayed that His disciples might be con- 
secrated to the salvation of the world (John 
xvii. 17-19)- Whatever your position may 
bo. there is a world around you that needs 
I his consecration and baptism. If you have 
already made this consecration, well; if not, 
make it now, and then " be filled with the 
Spirit" (Eph. v. 18). If He docs not mani- 
fest Himself at once, tarry; do not be dis- 
couraged, He will come. 

The results of this baptism arc very marked. 
Instead of dragging yourself lo work for God 
because it is your duty, you will want to 
work for Him. It will be a fire in vour bones 
tiiat must have vent; a feeling that you would 
burst if you could not do something; a zeai 
that nothing can overcome. And not onlv 
so, but your work will accomplish so much 
more. What you do will have some bite, 
will take hold of the people, will make you 
successful in winning souls. 

Yon need this baptism iust as niuch as the 
disciples whom Jesus said were clean (John 
XV, i). If you have not yet received it, or if 
\ ou are not sure, " Tarry ye , , . until ye be 



endued with power from on high " (Luke 
xxiv. 49). To the glory of God I can testify 
that I have known tliis baptism for over 
seventeen years, and there is no reason why 
you may not have it also, for the prophecy is, 
" I will pour My Spirit upon all flesh " (Acts 
ii. 17). In that "all" you are included. 



INSTRUCTION DBILL. 

What a Soldier Should Know About H.s 
Duties and Privileges, and the Teach- 
ings of the Salvation Army. 

The Army's Object. 

Every soldier should understand that the 
object iif the Army is to make all men submi: 
to God. embrace the salvation provided for 
them in Christ, accept Jehovah as their Sove- 
reign, obcv His laws, and spend their lives in 
the loving service of those about them, ;n 
order that they may pos.sess His favor both 
here and hereafter. 

The Army was commenced by the General 
in the year 1865. While conducting meetings 
in the i'.ast of London, he was led to compas 
sionate the multitiude he saw around him un- 
cared for by any religious agency. The grea^ 
mass of the population attended neither 
church nor chapel, but spent their Sabbath, 
in idleness, or business, or revelry. Drinic. 
sin. and the dcvii were triumphant. 

.'^s the General looked upon these neglected 
perishing crowds, the question occurred lo 
him : " Cannot they be reached by salvation?" 
He thought there must he some method 01 
carrying the truth home to them, and dccidej 
to devote himself to the adoption of sucli 
meth.ods as would be likely to bring these 
outcjist classes to God. 

Tl.is decision, put into ])ractice and perse- 
vered in, resulted in the formation of the 
Salvation Army. 

Its Government. 

Every recruit and soldier should have some 
knowledge of the manner in which the Army 
is go\erncd. This will be the best method of 
preserving our soldiers from the evil efifects 
of misrepresentation and falsehood. 

No pattern for the government of the King- 
dom of Christ on earth is authoritatively laid 
down in the New Testament. Tho.sc wh-,- 
think otherwise, disagree seriously as to what 
that particular form of government is. The 
menibcrs of one denoniination say that such 
form of government is of one kind, and the 
members of another say it is something alto- 
gether different. 

But even if it conld be shown what tlic 
particular form of government practised by 
the early Christians was, it would still b; 
difficult to prove that because the apostles 
and first converts followed certain customs 11 
the management of their religious assemblies, 
that wc are under divine obligation to adopt 
the same. 

But if a model government was not origin- 
ated by God, and made binding upon His 
people through the following ages, He has 
caused certain great principles to be plainly 
described in the I'ible as fundamental to 
every form of government which has His 
approbation. 

The Canadian Stafi Band, while in the Old 
Country, received a good deal of favorable 
comment, and certainly much kindly con- 
sideration from the members of the Inter- 
national Stafif Band, and British bands gener- 
ally.

struments played and appreciated the woikl 
over. 

Hints on the Use, Care, and Preservation of 
Brass Instruments. 

Valves in brass histruments need mo.-;: 
careful attention and handling. 

The valves have a tendency (in new insiiu- 
ments in particular) to work sluggishly whm. 
they have been moistened, as with salva, 
subjected to friction by use, and then alli"\ed 
to dry, or nearly so, by stand. ng for a few diiys 
without use and without being cleaned. 

It is generally thought that sluggish vaK';-^ 
are caused by grease or a weak spring, but it 
is more often found to result from the i:ii^;; 
fluid (caused by friction and the action ol 
the saliva, upon the metal) found upon i.i'" 
valves after use, 

(a) Congealing into a drag paste, or 

(b) accumulating and allowed to dry upon 
the valves.

between these stamliinints being equal to the average 
distance between the two liiiman eyes, and Ihsi.-i a 
third pielure is fnrin".i in the slei-enseope by tlie 
suiierpositfon of one image on tlie otiier; the resulting 
cnnlliinatloii, beinr conveyed to the brain, gives t'le 
.same idea of .50lWit.v and relief as lll.it derived from 
the actual sight of natuial oljjects. The principle 
is readily illustrated by tlie simple expedient of 
photogiaphing. by inoms of a binocular camera, a 
ball, on one side of wliieii a black cross lias been 
made. The cross will bo perfectly rendered in the 
view taken by the left-hand lens, ivhii-st the right- 
hand lens, being a different point of sight, does not 
depict so much of the cross on that side as to give 
a completely detached image of it." 

In niounting the stereoscopic prints lal:en with a 
binocular camera, the inl.liifent reader will scarcely 
require reminding lh:\t the two halves must he Iraiis- 
posed. by mounting the rjgiit-iiand picuire on the 
left-hand side of the mount, and the left-hand one 
on the right-hand side. The eXldanntion of this is 
of course, that all photographic lenses give the image 
on the plate in an inverted condition. Care must be 
taken, too. in the trimming of the prints, .so th.it 
when the .slide l-s nni.siii.d ihc- corresponding middle- 
distance objects in eaeii ot the two pictures are ds 
nearly as posslhle 2.7fiin. apart, which measurement 
may be taken as a reliable a\'ei'agc distance liletwecn 
two hnniaii eyes. The .amateur in Iriniming llni 
prints for mounting, must also he careful that Ih? 
bottom od.ge of the picture cuts the oli.iects off in 
one ease exactly as in liie oilier. 

Enlargements. — The "enlarging fever" Is sure to 
attack the amateur at some period or olh.'r of bis 
photographic career. A few simple hints will glie 
a fair idea ot tlie modus operandi of liiis fascinat- 
ing department of our art. The easiest and bt.it 
method of enlargemenl is by means of brnmlde 
paper, the devclopuieiil of v hich is similar lo that 
previously given for contact p:-ints with the .same 
paper. 

Qunrter-plale ne<-'atives are by fur the best for 
enlarging puri)0.ses, and those who go in for enlarg- 
Jng need no longer be burdened wltlt a iavge, euni- 
bci-some eaniera. A negative full of sharp, crisp 
detail, perfect In every way, must be selec er! for 
enlargement, for natnraily " magnification " renders 
any defect in Ihp negative more apiiarent. The 
sharper the negative the larger ihe size to which 
the picture may be enlarged. A quarter-plate nega- 
tive can reasonably bo enlarged up lo I2ln. by lOlu.: 
hut it Is not advisable for the beginner to exceed 
this dimension, until be has had considerablo ev- 
pei-iencG in tlil.s pnrlfculiir brjineh of pliotograplile 
work, at any rate. Given a suitable room, an ordin- 
ary camera, bv the exercise nf a little Ingenuity, 
may be ntlllzod tor the work.

, MEDICAL MISSION IN INDIA. 

The following expression was made by the 
n'.w Dewan appointed to Travaiicore, who 
1 cently visited the Salvation Army at Xager- 
coil: 

" I visited tlie Catherine Booth Hospital at 
Xagercoil this morning. Dr. Turner ex- 
(jlained to me the origin and progrt-ss of the 
Salvation Army movement. d\Velling upon the 
aim and objects of the organization and the 
work done in the institution in particular. 
He also kindly showed me over the .several 
departments of the institution. I was very 
jileased with all that I saw. I am gratified 
to learn that much useful work Is hcing done 
in South Travancorc by the Salvation .Army. 
The equipment and management of this Hos- 
nital are worthy of all praise. I was partic- 
ularly interested to hear from Dr. Turner that 
persons attending the Hosnital, who .ire able 
to pay, are charged fees proportioned to their 
means. That the Hospital should be resorted 
to. in increasing numbers in spite of the fact 
that treatment is not altogether gratuitous 
s'^eaks highly for the value the public attach 
to" the medical aid aflforded and the attention 
thev receive.

Medical Work. 
The following account of the first year's work 
of the Medical Department of Gujcnit and 
West Indian Territory is intercsiing, and 
throws considerable light upon nied;cal mis- 
sionary work. 

The' Patients' Register totals l4.o,i4 ."pw 
cases during the year, and 11,358 rrpt;:! \-isits, 
bringing al) to 25,392 cases. 

It .^as expected that it would lakt some 
little time to win the confidence of ihi; people 
and that the easte folks might figh- >h>^aito; 
gether. Bnt, on the contrary, thi' oincers 
bungalow was besieged before the dnigs had 
even arrived from England ; a teiviporlirj 
supply had to be obtained from Bombay, and 
the people had to be treated and atli-'-'ded to 
while the young assistants were leariii"^ their 
various duties. ■ 

The next trouble w,?s what was to !;•■ done 
with a patient who was in a seriously critical 
condition, and had come some ni'lo^- How 
could sucii a one be turned away, whoii it was 
evident that death would be the resuh and 
the poor patient had come such a <listaiice ta 
be healed. A healthy and spacious w.ird was 
quickly built, and many times w.-'s it crowded 
out, even to tlie verandahs. Fnrthcnivire, so 
eager for treatment were some of tlic caste 
people tliat they would willingly sleep :» tnn 
same ward with the non-caste ; olher.-i i f nteil 
houses close at hand. 
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The War. 

The Russo-Japanese war is dragging on. 
Although public interest is not so keen as at 
the outbreak of hostilities, yet by far the 
fiercest fighting has rccen'lly taken place. The 
Japanese army around Port Arthur has grad- 
ually drawn its cordon ti>;iiter. until ;t is 
within a few miles of the city in some po.^i- 
tions, but this advaucf^ has been stubbo.nly 
contested. Some positions were taken, lost, 
and re-taken repeatedly. All this, of course, 
has meant a very great loss of life on both 
sides, heavier, naturally, on the Japanese side, 
being the advancing force, Tlic attack on 
Wolf's Hill alone is said to have cost to.oao 
casualties. 

The Port Arthur fleet altempted a dash 
for freedom. It consisted of ten battleships 
and cruisers and eight torpedo boats; the 
Japanese licet outside the harl.or numbered 
seventeen battleships and cruisi-rs and thirly 
torpedo boats. The Russians effected a pass- 
age, after severe fighting, but were again 
attacked with disastrous results. Six ships 
were driven back to Port Arthur niore or 
less damaged, the cruiser Askokl arrived near 
Shanghai soniewiiat damaged, with sixty 
wounded and dead on board. Two ships and 
a 'torpedo boat sought shelter at Kaiu Chou, 
the German naval base, while the where- 
abouts of the other boats are unknown. A 
Russian torpedo boat landed at chcioo, a 
neutral Chinese port, whence it was forcibly 
taken by a Japanese destroyer, a breach of 
international usage which is unfavorably 
looked upon by other powers, and which prob- 
ably will be rectified by the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

Immediately following this naval engage- 
ment came the news of a defeat of the Vlad- 
ivostock fleet, which was emerging to,- 
another raid when nut by Admiral Kaniimura, 
and after five hours' fighting with the three 
Russian ships the I^urik was sunk with over 
700 men on board, while the other two fled 
northward. 

The situation of the two ajmies in .Man- 
churia has changed little. The Russians have 
received much reinforcement, while the Jap- 
anese are said to have lessened their army by 
sending reinforcements to the army besieging 
Port Arthur, as their chief attention seems 
to be given to the capture of that fortress. 

The detailed descriptions of land and sea 
fights are horrible, and wc lope that in the 
interests of humanity this teirible war may 
not continue much longer.

EDWARD I., LONGSHANKS.— A.D. 1272-1307. 

The son of Henry III. returned from the Holv Land 
to Ife one of the noblest, best, and v/isegt of' kings 
Edward I. — called Longahonka In a kind of juke, be- 
L*ause he was the tallest man In the Court — w;ls very 
grand-looking and handsome; he could leiip, run 
ride, and light In his heavy armor better thim nny- 
oiie else. He was brave. Just, and aftectlonun-; and 
his swset wife, Elennor of Caatlile, was warmly lovd 
by hl.n and all the nation. Ha built u.s niaiiy 
churches and was as charitable as his fatliur, but 
he was much more careful only to make good men 
bishops, and he allowed no wasting or Idling, He 
faithfully obeyed Magna Carta, and made eviiryone 
ulse obey the law — Indeed many good iaus and 
customs liave begun from his time. Order ":i:- L.'ic 
great thing he cured for, and under him the English 
grew prosperous and huppy, when nobody Wius al- 
lowed to rob them. 

The Welsh were, however, terrible robbeis, it 
must be remembered that they are the remains of 
the old Britons, who used to have all Britain, They 
had ne\er left off thinking they hod a right to II, 
and coming down out of their mountains to wurn 
the houses and steal the cattle ot the Saxons, as ihey 
still called the English, Edward tried to mak-" 
filends with their princes— Llewellyn and U:ivld— 
and to make them keep their people in order. He 
ga\e Da\'ld lands in England, and let Llewellyn 
miury his cousin, Eleanor de Montfort. Bui they 
broke their promises shnmefullv, and did such ,savuEe 
things to the English on their borders that he wan 
forced to put a stop to It, and went to war. Diivid 
was made prisoner, and put to death as a traitor, 
and Llewellyn lyas met by some soldiers near the 
bridge of BuUth and killed, -crithout their knowing 
who he was. Edward had, In the meantime, coa- 
(juered most of the country; and he told the Welsh 
chiefs that, it they would come and meet him at 
Caernarvon Castle, he would give them a prince who 
h;id been born in their country — had never .npoken 
a word of any language but theirs. They all uume, 
Mild the king came down to them with his own llitle 
baby son In his arms, who had lately been born iu 
Caernarvon Castle, and, of course, had never spoken 
;iny language at all. The Welsh were obliged lo 
accept him; and he had a Welsh nurse, that the Ilrat 
words he spoke might be Welsh. They tlitiuijlit ho 
would ha\e been altogether theirs, as he then had an 
elder brother; but In a year or two the oldest boy 
died: and ever since that time, the eldest son of the 
King of England has always been the Priiiue of 
Wales, 

There was a plan for the little Pr;nce Edw.ird of 
Caernarvon being married to a little girl who was 
grand-daughter to the King of Scotland, and would 
be Queen of Scotland herself- and this would hai-e 
led to the whole island being under one king—but 
unfortunately, the little maiden died. It was so hard 
to decide Bho ought to reign, out of all her cousins, 
that they asked King Edward to choose among theni 
—since every one knew that a great piece of Scotlaiid 
belonged to him as over-lord. Just as his own duke- 
dom of Aqultalne belonged to the King of Fiance 
over him; and the Kings of Scotland always used 
to pay homage to those of England for It 

Edward chose John Balliol, the one who had the 
best right; but he made him unde-Btiind thiii. u3 
over-lord, he meant to see that as good order wis 
itl'^r '!? ff'Ot'and as in England. Now, the EuKllsh 
kings had never meddled with Scottish affairs heiure, 
and the Scots were furious at finding that he did so. 
Ihey said It was Insulting them and their king; and 
h^fLi'^l.i™ Vi "S'. ^'""^ what to do among tlioin, 
hut let them defy Edward In his name.

Sunstroke. 

The term sunstroke Is applied to a coiidiLlon of 
nervous prostration Induced by exctss.ve Ileal. Al- 
though this condition mjiy result jroni the he:it of 
the sun, It may Just as well follow expo.>!UrG to he;ii 
ivlthout sunilifht; Indeed, cases of sunslioke occLi 
In individuals who are working Ipi the shade, or 
even at nieht — the condition miffiit he better termtd 
" heatstroke " than " sunstroke." 

In a certain proportion ol cases lYie condition 
seems to be one closely resembling ai)o])lej:y. in 
many other cases the bodily state may be likened lo 
that which exists In a severe tainting spell. 

There may be no premonitory symptomb Lo ivani 
the patient of an approaclilng attack; he Is suddenly 
seized with & severe pain In the head, a sense of 
fulness of the stomach, followed by nau.sea nni 
A'omit:n^, dizziness. d:mne.ss of vision, and Boiiio- 
times ringing in the ears; immediately he bemmc; 
very weak, especially in the lower limbic, and unless 
speedily supported falls to the ground. 

In a very few moments after the ■oefflnniii? of tne 
attack the patient is unconscious, 'j'he gi^iiersii 
symptoms are. In several cases, these of ajjoplevy. 
except tluiL Llie patient Is not pai'alyzsd. Tlie breatli- 
inff l.< slow and snorinp. and may i;e occa+^ioiiiilij' 
accompanied by a moaning sound. Cunvulsioiis fre- 
ciuently occur. This condition may I:isl but a tew 
minutes and be terminated by death. It .someiinio.- 
happens that the patient exiilres even before asaisi.- 
I'.nce can reach him. In other cases, after (hh 
state has lasted from twenty minutes to four hours, 
the patient gradually recovers consciousness. smkI I'l 
a tew diiy.i is convalescent. The most notable 
feature of these cases, and one whicli demands jiar- 
ticular altention In the treatment, is the exce.sshe 
tenijierature of the ttody. 

While the body heat, during health, ranges from 
98 to SS degrees. It may rise during an ^ittack of 
sunstroke to 108 degrees. 110. or eve:i 112 desree.^. 
The surface of the body Is usually, though not al- 
ways, iiuiie warm. 

The most important agent In the Induction of 
sunstroke Is undoubtedly excessive lieiit. yet there 
are certain influences wlilch predisnose the individual 
to the effect of the heat. Excessive exei'tloii, espec- 
ially mu.scular effort, seems to favor tiie develop- 
ment of sunstrolce. Many cases occur in those who 
are engaged in manual labor, yet thi.i s not invui- 
lably the case. It has been noticed that a con.sider- 
able number of cases occur In individuals who have 
Just completed a hearty meal. 

Cases of sunstrolte are more romninn In tropical 
than In other climates, notwithstanding the as- 
sumed power of the natives to withstand excessive 
heat. About one halt of all Individnaln atl.i.nkr] 
with sunstroke die of the affection. The occuri'enci* 
of convulsions, of deep and loud Lreithing, ai^d of 
persistent uncorisclousneas, Indicate tli:n ihp .att;ick 
will prove fatal. Perhaps the best iiKlex to the jia- 
Lient's condition and prospects is to be found in 111 ■ 
pulse; If thlg is very rapid and feeble, so that U 
can scarcely be felt or counted, the condition is 
most grave. 

In other cases the patient does not lose conaclou.i- 
ness completely, or If he does, his condition re- 
sembles profound sleep rather than the stupor of 
apoplexy. In these cases the pulse Is usually qulLe 
perceptible, though it may be rapid and feeble.
